elections in Ger- 
! many the hop^s of the church lie in 
the success of the center party in 
parliam ent, as against the liberals 
and others. Thf> center party, which 
has a slight m ajority in the Reich­ 
stag, has publicly proclaimed it* po- 
a itio n as regards religious freedom 
ani has declared 
that a return to 
power of the liberals would mean 
* “ war against R o m e , war against the 
Catholic church and war against ev­ 
ery m anifesTation of Christian prin­ 
ciples.” No secret is made at the Vati­ 
can th at the church has taken 
an 
active part in the present campaign 
in Germany and it is hoped that as a 
result the center block will continue 
to retain a m ajority in the reichstag. 
In Belgium, however, -he situation 
is even more critical, from a church 
standpoint, than it is in Germany. 
For the past twenty-seven years, the 
Catholics have maintained a majority 
in parliam ent with the result that 
; Belgium has had strictly a Catholic 
governm ent, 
the 
church being ii 
charge of the schools and other de­ 
partm ents of state. The majority of 
the Catholicism parliament, however, 
has now’ been reduced to seven, by a 
j combination of the liberals and so- 
i cialists. Should this majority be over­ 
c o m e by the liberal-socialist combi- 
; nation, it is conceded th at Catholi­ 
cism would receive no quarter.

will be taken today from th© vaults

“With the coming of the visiting 
nurse employed by the health

ties in the handling of disease 
and 
sickness in the country.” 
This statement was made by Mr. 
Joseph Martin, I>a Crosse superinten­ 
dent of the Metropolitan Life Insur­ 
ance company, this morning. 
“She 
will be the third engaged in 
that 
kind of work,” he continued. “There 
will be the city visiting nurse, the 
school nurse and the one employed 
by the Metropolitan Insurance com­ 
pany and with the co-operation of the 
three the city will be covered with a 
thoroughness unequalled by any ci­ 
ty of its size in the country.” 
New Departure 
Working on the theory that eigh­ 
teen deaths in every thousand 
are 
caused by carelessness or neglect ana 
that these could in a large measure 
be prevented by a visiting nurse, the 
Metropolitan Insurance company has 
undertaken a new departure in insur­ 
ance fields by the hiring of a compe­ 
tent nurse whose duty is to visit, 
treat and report on cases of illness 
among the holders of industrial po­ 
licies. 
Miss Emma S'ruck, a graduate of 
the La Crosse Lutheran hospital has 
been employed in that position and 
assumed her duties January I. 
The 
first week of her employment 
she 
made sixty-two visits and treated ov­ 
er fifty cases of illness. 
La Crosse is a big city from the 
Metropolitan Life 
Insurance 
pany’s point of view, over 11,000 in 
dust rial policies being held hero. The 
big majority of these policy holders 
are working people among whom the 
visiting nurse is able to do effective 
work. 
The visits of the nurse 
are 
made free to the policy holders and 
are in accordance with the theory 
that “an ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure.” The Metropolitan 
company paid 
153,663 policies 
in 
1910 and together with other 
big 
business interests has come to real­ 
ize that the saving of life is not on­ 
ly a good work from the standpoint 
of the humanitarian but is a good 
business policy also. 
Experiment Here 
The plan of the visiting nurse has 
been in operation in some of 
the 
larger cities for about three months 
and met with instant success. 
La 
Crosse is the first of the smaller ci­ 
ties where the plan has been tried 
and is mere or less in the nature of 
an experiment. Mr. Martin is confr 
dent that the 
results obtained by 
Miss Struck in her work here will 
warrant her permanent employment 
in this city and that the plan will be 
carried out in other cities of 
this 
size as a result. 
It. is planned to ex­ 
tend the work of the visiting nurse 
to other policy holders in the near 
future. 
The industrial policy hold­ 
ers are those that pay on the week­ 
ly installment plan. 
Miss S 'ruck learns of cases of ill­ 
ness from reports of the collectors 
who are instructed *o find out cases 
of sickness in 
the families of the 
company's patrons and from those! 
who report illness to the main office. 
She is ofrea required to make sev­ 
eral visits to one patient and has al­ 
ready found out that her time will 
be fully occupied in answering calls 
for aid.
